Report of Delegate to Fairs Conven- 
tion, Calgary, Feb. 16 and 17, 1921 
To the Directors and Members of 
i Macleod Agricultural Society. 

'‘ Gentlemen:— 

As your representative to the Fairs 
Convention held in Calgary on Feb- 
| ruary 16th and 17th, I attended all the 
/ sessions on both days. The nuniber 
of delegates present was very much 
j larger than at any previous conven- 
tion, which shows a greater interest 
jon the part of the societies in the work 
of the Fairs Association, a work that 
is without doubt a great stimulus to 
the delegates, and through them to 
the various societies which they rep- 
resent, I am sure that every dele- 
gate who attended this convention 
will go home with a strong determina- 
tion to make their fair for 1921 bet- 
ter than any former fair. The ex- 
change of views in private conversa 
tion with other delegates is of great 
benefit, apart from the addresses and 
! discussions in the convention. You 
find out the other fellow’s ideas, you 
| hear of their successes or failures, and 
that is an education of itself. 

Mr. J. F. Day, Red Deer, president, 
| presided at all the meetings, and Mr. 
E, J. Fream, Calgary, acted as secre- 
tary. 

The first order of business was the 
minutes of last convention, and the 
| financial reports. The reports wer« 
jadopted, The financial report showed 
an adverse balance, on account of the 
extra cost of printing, and almost ev- 
ery expenditure in carrying on the 
work of the association. A resolutior 
was passed increasing the subscrip 
tion to the association as follows: for 
1 and 2 day fairs, $10.00; 3 day fairs 
$15.00; Calgary and Edmonton Exhib 
itions, $25.00, 

Mr. Galbraith, Supt. of Fairs and 
Institutes, was the first speaker. He 
gave a very full and comprehensiv: 
review of the fairs held in 1920. He 
stated that there were over 120 so- 
cieties in the province, that 104 held 
fairs in 1920. He classified them as 
follows: three very poor fairs; 27 
poor fairs; 22 medium fairs; and 52 
good fairs. I am pleased to say that 
Macleod was placed among the good 
fairs last year, In 1919 it was only 
medium, so we are improving. I saw 
the government judge’s report on ow 
fair for 1920, and they certainly gaye 
Macleod excellent reports on our hors- 
es and cattle exhibits. Mr. Galbraith 
said there were too many fairs in the 
province, quite a number that are of 
no value or benefit to their districts 
and that the department intend taking 
away the charter from all fairs that 
are not fulfilling the requirement of 
the Ordinance, He scored very strong 
ly the farmer in any district where 
a fair is held, who take no interes‘ 
or do not support the fair. He said 
every farmer ought to do everything

C. C. Stuart, who brought himself 
into notoriety through letters in the 
press under his signature, condemn: | 
ing the process of justice by which 
Tom Bassoff was hanged, appeared | 
before Mr. Justice Hyndman at Cal- 
gary on Tuesday, on the charge of, 
contempt of court. The letters which‘ 
appeared in the Calgary Herald, and: 
also one in the Lethbridge Herald.) 
contained a declaration of the inno- 
cence of Bassoff, with a virulent at- 
tack on court and jury. His Lord- 
ship, after delivering Stuart a severe 
lecture, ordered that he should be 
found guilty of contempt of court, 
but signified that sentence would not 
be passed on him if he would write 
a letter of apology which could be 
| published as the court deemed advis- 
able. He wa salso ordered to pay the 
costs of the crown and enter into a 
recognization bond in the sum of $1000 
as guaranty of his good behavior for 
the space of a year. 

The letter of apology was published 
in the Calgary Herald of the same 
day. In this Stuart said that in writ- 
ing the letter to the paper he had no 
intention that it should be published. 
He acknowledged that the statement 
he made, that one of the jurors said 
that the jury was not convinced of 
Bassoff’s guilt, was not correct. His

SIR MAX FIGHTS 
FOR REMOVAL OF 
CATTLE EMBARGO 

LONDON, Feb, 26.—(Can. Press) — 
Interest in the agitation anent the 
embargo imposed by the British gov- 
ernment on Canadian live cattle has 
been stimulated by the controversy 
which has broken out between Lord 
Beaverbrook, the Canadian-born ,eer 
and Sir Arthur Boscawen, the newly 
appointed minister of agriculture, 
who is waging a warm bye-election in 
Dudley. : 

Lord Beaverbrook has a letter a 
column long in the London Daily Ex- 
press this morning in which he takes 
decided exception to what he describ- 
ed as “the foul attack” made upon 
him by the new minister in a speech 
in Dudley. 

The letter quotes the new minister 
as saying that “Lord Beaverbrook and 
his friends will profit if the importa- 
tion of Canadian cattle into Britain 
is permitted.” 

Lord Beaverbrook’s answer to this 
is that he has no interest in cattle 
raising in any country in the world 
except on his farm at Leatherhead, 
England, and that his interest in the 
subject to secure the removal of the 
cattle embargo, is dictated by the de- 
sire to lower the price of food to 
British consumers.—Lethbridge Her- 
ald.

WEATHER DIARY, 1920 


(Report by W. J. Ryan) 
February 25th, Wednesday—Bright, 
litle snow, cold west wind late p.m.;

JURY DECIDES 
SPRACKLIN IS 
“NOT GUILTY” 


WINDSOR, Ont., Feb. 24. — After 
deliberating for exactly 55 minutes 
at the conclusion of two days and 
a half of a trial that made Canadian 
legal history, the jury at the Sand- 
wich assizes brought in ‘a verdict of 
“not guilty” in the case of Rev. J. 
O. L. Spracklin, pastor of Sandwich 
Methodist church, accused of “unlaw- 
fully slaying and killing one Beverly 
Trumble.” 

After being addressed by the coun- 
sel in the case and charge by Chief 
Justice Sir William Mulock, presiding 
judge, the jury left the court room 
at 2.20. Exactly at 3:15 they re- 
turned to the court and made public 
the verdict that made the accused 
minister a free man, 

The verdict was not in any way a 
surprise, for the general opinion of 
the public has been, since the open-

GERMANY MUST

tion demands, to the extent of the oc- 
cupation of Mannheim, by British, 
French and Belgian troops, and also 
of the Ruhr ports on the Rhine where 
coal is handled.

LONDON, March 3.—Germany

tion of what the place was like. 

Pompeii was overwhelmed by show- 
ers of voleanic ashes—hot, fiery stuff 
that drove the people cut of the city. 
There was plenty of warning and not 
very many lives seem to have been 
lost. Crowds were taken off the 
beach in ships. By day there was 
darkness as of night, illumined only 
by the glare of the volcano, and the 
panic must have been frightful. 

But the ashes did not wholly burv 
the town. They fell deep enough 
only to reach the second stories of 
the houses, or not much more thar 
that. Pompeii was destroyed but in 
recent years the task of digging it 
out and uncovering most of it has 
not been too difficult or arduous te 
he worth while from an antiquarian 
viewpoint. 

Herculaneum, on the other hand 
was buried beneath a flood of lave

9,000 MILES 

There are forty million newspapers 
published every week-day in the Un- 
ited States and Canada and they use 
a pile of pulp-wood four feet high 
and nine thousand miles long every 
twelvemonth, says the current news- 
letter of the Canadian Forestry As- 
sociation, 
‘The making of the modern news- 
paper, however, is but one of a thous- 
and services performed by the forest 
Farming is dependent upon wooden 
houses, wood barns, fence posts and 
fuel. Fisheries cannot operate with- 
out wooden boats, boxes and barrels, 
Most of the factories of Eastern Can- 
ada depend upon wood supplies in 
their processes to such an extent that 
a wood scarcity would effectually 
close down industrial employment.

DAIRY CATTLE RECORDS | 


Report No. 12 of the Record of Per- 
formance of Pure Bred Dairy Cattle, 
issued by the Live Stock Branch of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, supplies the regulations of 
every breed, the names of the cows 
and their breeding, name of owner | 
the production, and number of days 
milked of all animals entitled to re- 
cord from April 1, 1919, to March 31 
1920. Apropos of the question as to 
the number of times a heavy yielder 
sheuld be milked each day, it is 
worthy of note that the majority of 
the Ayrshires, Holsteins and Jerseys 
were milked three times daily for a 
number of days, and some of the Hol- 
steins four times. Another note- 
worthy feature is the representation 
in the lists of the Experimental Farms 
and stations, and agricultural colleges 
and schools. In all 231 names of own- 
ers appear in the index; of these 142 
are from Ontario, 82 from Quebec, 38 
from British Columbia, 3 from New 
Brunswick, 4 from Nova Scotia, 7 
from Prince Edward Island, 4 from 
Saskatchewan, 5 from Alberta and 1 
from Manitoba.

Mr. Blair, for example 
claimed that the country elevato 
cheated the farmer in the matter of 
weights; he gave instances of dis- 


crepancies of from 10 to 15 per cent 
between different companies in his 


'own district. 


Grading Differencies 

Differencies in grading would ac 
count for from five to 10 cents a 
bushel more, ‘The country elevator 
operator, too, was often at the mercy 
of the head offices of the company. In 
the matter of screenings the rule is 
that when there is less than three 
per cent. dockage the elevator is en- 
titled to take it all, although the pro- 
ducer has to pay freight and hand- 
ling charges on it. During the war 
this stuff was sold by the elevators 
at the rate of $35 a ton. 

The arbitrary prices fixed for grain 
by the grain exchange was another 
point to which exception was taken 
The prices quoted at country points 
are based on the closing option prices 
of the day before, which it is claimed 
operate against open competitive 
buying. Through the lack of this 
the spread between cash and street 
wheat reaches to nearly 50 cents a 
bushel. As a result of all the evil 
practices named an investigation into 
the trade from the time it leaves the 
farmer’s wagon until it reaches the 
dock at Liverpool, is asked. 

Will Appoint Commission 
As the result of such complaints it 
understood that the government 
will within the next few days appoint 
a commission having very wide pow- 
ers to investigate the grain trade in 
all its phases, including the grain 
exchange and even the operation of 
flour and feed mills.
